The inventors achieved the present invention having found that composites of organic 
polymers and various metal compounds (hereinafter referred to as organic-inorganic composite 
materials) can be produced easily from a quick, 1-step reaction under ordinary temperature and 
pressure by stirring to mix and reacting (A) an organic solution wherein at least one compound 
selected from the group consisting of halide dicarboxylates, dichloroformate compounds, and 
phosgene compounds is dissolved in an organic solvent; and (B) a basic aqueous solution 
comprising; a metal compound of at least one of a metal oxide, a metal hydroxide, and a metal 
carbonate of at least one [[of]] alkali metal elements, element and at least one metal element 
compound selected from the group consisting of a metal oxide of groups 3 to 12 transition metal 



elements of the periodic table, and a metal oxide of groups 13 to 16 main metal elements of the 
periodic table , a metal hydroxide of above metal clement, and a metal carbonate of above metal 
element , and diamine; and this organic-inorganic composite material is in a state such that the 
nanometer size inorganic compounds are uniformly and finely dispersed in the organic polymer at 
a high content.

The present invention provides a production method of the organic-inorganic composite 
material comprising stirring to mix and reacting (A) an organic solution wherein at least one 
compound selected from the group consisting of halide dicarboxylates, dichloro formate compounds, 
and phosgene compounds is dissolved in an organic solvent; and (B) a basic aqueous solution 
comprising a metal compound of at least one of a metal oxide, a metal hydroxide, and a metal 
carbonate of at least one [[of]] alkali metal el e m e nts, element and at least one metal element 
compound selected from the group consisting of a metal oxides of groups 3 to 12 transition metal 
elements of the periodic table, and a metal oxide of groups 13 to 16 main metal elements of the 
periodic table , a metal hydroxide of above metal element, and a metal carbonat e of above metal 
e lement , and diamine.

An organic-inorganic composite material of the present invention is obtained by a 
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polycondensation reaction by contacting (A) an organic solution wherein at least one compound 

selected from the group consisting of halide dicarboxylates, dichloroformate compounds, and 

phosgene compounds is dissolved in an organic solvent; and (B) a basic aqueous solution including 

a metal compound of at least one of a metal oxide, a metal hydroxide, and a metal carbonate of at 

least one [[of]] alkali metal e lem e nts, element and at least one metal element compound selected 

from the group consisting of metal oxides of groups 3 to 12 transition metal elements of the periodic 

table [[or]] and groups 13 to 16 main metal elements of the periodic table , a metal hydroxide of 

above metal e lement, and a metal carbonate of above metal element (hereinafter referred as metal 

compound (1)), and a diamine. 
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
